2,417,700.00 and Y = 291,992.44; thence East 4,496.73 feet to the Southwest 

corner of State Lease No. 21649, as amended, having Coordinates of X = 

2,422,196.73 and Y = 291,992.44; thence North 86 degrees 43 minutes 59 

seconds East 3,308.65 feet along the Southern boundary of said State Lease 

No. 21649, as amended, to a point having Coordinates of X = 2,425,500.00 and 

Y = 292,181.00; thence South 4,381.00 feet to a point having Coordinates of 

X = 2,425,500.00 and Y = 287,800.00; thence West 7,800.00 feet to a point 

having Coordinates of X = 2,417,700.00 and Y = 287,800.00; thence North 

4,192.44 feet to the point of beginning, containing approximately 555 acres, 

all as more particularly outlined on a plat on file in the Office of Mineral 

Resources, Department of Natural Resources. All bearings, distances and 

coordinates are based on Louisiana Coordinate System of 1927, (North or South 

Zone), where applicable.
